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GERMANY AND PRUSSIA. 


Considerable interest has been aroused in 
Germany ‘by an article, which has lately 
appeared in an important German magazine 
containing a criticism of the state of Germany 
with special reference to the predoininance 
of Prussia. Germany has nothing to fear 
from internal dissensions. She is united and 
will remain united. But she bas much to gain 
from the free discussion of her own affairs antl 
conditions, and has saffered from the ten 
dency, which has long been marked, of ber 
writers and instructors to busy themselves and 
their readers rather with the affairs. of other 
countries than with those of Germany. A sore 
point with some of the Germans js the pre 
eminence or predominance of Prussia, says the 
“Morning Post” though it has arisen nator 
ally enongh from the course of events by 
which Germany became united. Prossin is not 
and never was a nation ; the name stands first 
for a province, then for a dynasty, and then 
for a State the creation of that dynasty. Bat 
it is the dynasty and the State that united 
Germany and has in that way won its place at 
her head. The Prussian tradition has stamped 
itself ou German history But this same tradition 
isinmany respects alien to Germany at large and 
by no means acceptable to the people of an ov 
parts of the Empire. The Prossian state was mad 


by the House of Hobenzollern, who, 


an Margraves of Brandenburg, obtained a Pra 
sian province and apent the time between the 
Reformation and the Revolution fn trying & 


raise their monarchy into a Great Power 
Frederic the Great found himself as a young 
man left as an absolute monarch with a well 
drilled army, an obedient bureaucracy, aud 
his own ambition. He had a certain claim to 
the province of Silesia, at that time an Austrian 
possession, and he took his opportunity to 
invade and seize that province, which he was 
able to keep during the series of wars into 
which its occupation led him. He managed 
also to obtain a share of Poland, and bis 
sucodgsors of the revolutionary erajwere mainly 
preoccapied with the effort to ébtain more 
territory—at gne time in Poland, at another 
in Hanover—until in the struggle against 
Napoleon’ Prussia was crashed and reduced to 
small ares between the Elbe and the Baltic. 
The Prussia of those days had prodaced no 
great man except Frederid the Great, but as 
the rest of Germany was under - French 
protection the patriots looked to Prussia, 
whose Princes were very glad to enlist such 
talents as they could into their servine. The 
Steins, Scharnborsts and other great men who 
made the Prussia of 1813 were Germans, but 
for the most part not Prussians. Even Moltke, 
though a German, was not a Prussian by birth 
‘The country was despotically governed until 
1848, when in the terror caused by the Revolu 


starting | 


tion a Constitution was for the first time 
granted The population was rigidly divided 
into nobility, bourgeoisie and peasantry. The 


officials to the King’s service ; neither the boor 
geoisie nor the peasants, who were serfs until 
the War of Liberation were of any account 
‘Thus the Prassian tradition was one of military 
and other public service ander Royal patron 
age, and the rale was efficiency, or small pay - 
and exactitude. The boast of the poblic ser 
vices is still efficiency ; they cherish the religion 
of duty or doing their work thoronghly. That 
is the sum and substance of the Prussian tra 
dition. 

Inthe rest of Germany, or rather in some 


strenuosity that was the Prussian character 
istic. And if the days of that political ab 
surdity the German Confederation thentaltitude 
of States by which Germany was reduted to 


, | impotence lent to German life the charm of — 


variety. With the advent of Prussia in 1865 
came the strenuous Prussian tradition. The 
drill-sergeant and the schoolmaster, the police 
man and the administrator were spread over 
the land, and all were dogged devotees of effi 
ciency. It was at first a novelty and a stimalus, 
and the people of the small States who in 1866. 
had been startled by Prussian methods were 
delighted in 1870 to be om Prussia’s sideinatead 
of against ber, and welcomed in 1871 the cres 
tion of an Bmpire in which the hegemony was 
permanently conferred on Prassia. The Prossian’ 
watchword is ritchvichtslos, that is absolute 
disregard of every consideration except effici- 
ency, or thes‘reckless” pursait of sdministra- 
tive and politiéal success. By people whose 
ancestors were accustomed to the easygoing 
ways of some of the minor potentates the 
Prussians were thought inconsiderate, regard- 
less of people's feelings. They were not in their 
official capacity—and it was es officials that 
they came most into contact with the other 
Germans—found tender and amiable, nor was 
modesty, in the period after 1870, their 
strongest point. Yet so incontestable were the 
advantages of Prussian influence in administra- 
tion, and of the example of Prussian thorough- 
ness and exactitude, that the reat of the Ger- 
mans accepted Prussia’s lead with gratitade. 
There were local symptoms of dissatisfaction, — 
chiefly in those provinces where anti*Prussian 
political parties survived, ag in Hanover, but 
in the main it was the tastes and feelings 
that were shocked, not the sense of justice. 
It would surely be a benefit to Germany if the 
dominant Prossians were from time to time to 
take a hint from their Sonth German critics 
and to pay cocasional sacrifices to the Graces. 
Bismarck was a Prussian, the onegraat man since 
Frederic the Great whom the sytem has 
produced oat of Progsian soil, His shrewdness 
and strength of will arevatarally the admiration 
of the whole nation. But in'publio life he was 
to the full extént of the tradition . reckless of 
other people's feelings and sometimes even of 
their rights. It would be perhaps good for the 
whole nation of the empire—making of charac 
ter, for Moltke, whose genius was of so high 
an order, and whose will was as strong a+ 
Bismark's, had also an imperturable gol 
temper, and a graciousness of manner that 
never deserted him, so that he never gave ot 
tence. The Germans, therefore, have no need 
to go abroad, nor even ootside of Prassia, tor 
a model of the «ualities that all the world 
loves. 

There is, however, something more than the 
distinction between Prussian hardness and 


| South German softness at the bottom of the 


South German dissatisfaction. Germany fifty, 
years ago wak democratic in spirit. Prassia, 
except as regards a part of its urban popula 

tion is dominated by the spirit of aristocracy 
or caste. Thé domestio strife of Germany will 
for a long time be between the tradi 

tion of the Prussian squires and tbat of 
the Radicals of the. South-West. It is not a 
geographical conflict, but the types have local 
associations dating from the middle of the last 
century. The feeling is widespread that the 
Empire onder Prossian gridance is imbued 
with more than adué share of the Prussian 
spirit, and that the Bumpire tends to develop 
more than it should along the old autocratic 
lines and fails to assimilate what was bestiin 
the national democratic movement of sixty 

years ago. Perhaps both elements are needed 

for a fall development of German national life.

Despite this hostility the 
French Press continued to publish the effusions

by England asa breach of the Anglo Frerich 
Agreement of 1904, saggested that British 
statesmen might listen to the pleadings of the 
“sportsman” of the Egyptian patriots. Now 
rumour is going round the Cairo cafés to the 
effect that the “illustrious Karamel” of M. G. 
Vayssi¢, or the “sincere patriot” of Mme. 
Juliette Adam has obtained financial support, 
not of course from the French Government, but 
from individuals in France who conceive that 
their interests will thus be furthered, (though 
we fail to see how) by aiding the Pasha's 
journalistic ventures. This assistance is said 
to have been given on the condition that the 
Mustaphist organs should abandon their pro- 
Moroccan Campaign. Such is the story which 
in my opinion _ be swallowed with more 
than one grain of.sajt.

ELEMENTARY ARABIC 


The late F. Du Pre | Thornton « ‘Elementary 
Arabic: a Grammar,’ based upon Wright's 
well-known grammar, and published in 1905, 
was so well received by students that he 
at once set to work upon an Hlementary 
Arabic First Reading Book, sad so nearly 
it before his death that its 
editor, Mr. RA. Nicholson, had little 
more to do than to complete the glossary 
and revise the proofs. It is now issued by 
the Cambridge University Presa, printed 


| for the most part from Lane's Arabic type, 


which has the merits of cleatness and oom- 
pactness , and the little book appears to us 
well adapted to its purpose, It is largely 
a reprint of Wright's ‘Arabic Reading 
Book,’ which has long been out of print ; 
but Wright’s text has been amended, partly 
by his own corrections, abd partly by the 
critical revision of Prof. de Goeje and the 
present editor, Some of the © selections 
offer difficulties whigh seem rather baffl 
ing to beginners, byt there are not many 
which cannot be overcome by the use of the 
rareful glossary, which is a model of what 
n glossary shonld be—compléte, coveise, and 
accurate. The extracts trom the Koran are 
perhaps over short, and we should have liked 
to see some of the early impassioned Mekka 
Surahs included ; but the elaborate ‘Gramma 
matical Analysis,” occupying 77 pages, of the 
whole of the Koran extracts is an admirable 
feature, with its full parsing and explanations 
and its precige references to the ‘Grammar.’ 
The Preface repeats some useful advice to 
students previously given in the ‘Grammar,’ 
Dut we cannot refrain from expressing our 
satisfaction that Mr. Thornton did not extend 
his activities to & treatise on English. The 
following is hardly s’model of lucid style 

“Daring one among wany instructive con 
versationa, he told me in 1880,that Hebraiste 
who had inoarred the like erttanglement, in. 
variably tried to set themselves free on hearing 
the korn recited by Moslems (Mahometans) ; 
and through learning to do likewise endeavour, 
more easily than in any other way, to prono- 
anoe distinctly and well the difficalt consonants 
of Hebrew at well-as of Arabic.”
